Garden Problem |Murphey Plans

Discussed By
Farm Advisor

A good fertilization program
is one of the essentials of a suc-
cessful garden. Much misinfor-
mation has been said and printed
regarding fertilizing California

soils. A good fertilizer program |,

is simple and uncomplicated.
There is no magic or hoeus po-
cus to it. Many people look for
somgthing unusual or different
on the basis that they are
“scientifically farming,” while, in
fact the most scientific ap-
proaches to farming are simple
and have been well proved.

All California soils need nitro-
gen if crops are to be grown
well. Nitrogen can be purchased
most cheaply in the form of
chemicals such as sulphate of
ammonia, nitrate of soda or am-
monium nitrate. These materials
are' hot and concentrated, and
should be applied in small

amounts, Used in this way they ||

are not harmful’to the sofl ‘or
to the plant and will produce
just as good and as mutritious
plants as if purchased in the
form of manures.

Another chemical that is some-
times required in Californfa soils
is phosphate. This material is
sometimes needed for annual
plants, but the use for perma-
nent plants such as trees has
not been demonstrated. This ma-
terial can be bought as a ¢chemi-
cal and applied either before 'or
after the seedbed is made.

The amounts of these materials
which your garden requires will
have to be determined by your
experience for your own particu-
lar piece of ground. California
soils vary so greatly that no flat
recommendation can be made for
all conditions,
